Wind Storm Slashes Southern Ulster

ACC ORD—Parts 
of 
southern 
Ulster 
County resembled a battlefield today 
after devastating winds cut a path of 
destruction from Samsonville to Clinton* 
dale hundAy afternoon. 
Unofficial reports have placed the dam* 


age in excess of $100,000. The hardest hit 
area of the county was the Town of 
Rochester, where at least six mobile 
homes and four barns were demolished. 
The storm hit shortly after 2 p.m.. and 
arrived with a suddeness that caught 
numerous homeowners and motorists by 
surprise. Minutes later the skies had 


cleared and the winds had calmed; the 
only evidence of nature’s fury were scat­ 
tered piles of rubble that shortly before 
had been homes and buildings. 
Despite the devastation, only three 
minor injuries were reported. One woman 
suffered rib injuries when she was buried 
in the debris of her mobile home along 


Route 209 in Accord; a man at the same 
location suffered an electric shock when 
he tried to crawl back inside his de­ 
molished house trailer. 


Although there were several reports 
that 
funnel clouds" had been sighted in 
the Accord area, the storm has not of* 


finally been classified as a tornado. 


According to Accord Fire Chief l/iwell 
Baker, Sunday’s storm carved a narrow 
path of destruction from one end of the 
town to the other. Three mobile homes on 
Samsonville Road were damaged by fire 
when falling tree limbs severed power 


lines; three house trailers at the Herma 
George mobile home park in Accord wer 
demolished; a barn in Alligerville wa 
leveled.

KIN GSTO N —Faced with a $1.7 million 
deficit in the 197 6 budget, Ulster County 
legislature Chairman Peter J. Savago, R- 
Dist. 8, put forward today a five-point 
emergency program which he is hopeful 
will enable the county to close the finan­ 
cial gap; 
Savago will propose to the legislature at 
a special meeting Tuesday night that: 
• Promotions of all current county em­ 
ployes and the hiring of new personnel for 
vacant county positions be frozen. 
• All department equipment accounts 
be frozen. 
• Contractual expense accounts for all 
departments be frozen. 
• Resolutions authorizing or directing 
the expenditure of county funds include 
a financial impact statement. 
• Expenditures of all encumbered funds 
be prohibited without prior approval of 
the legislature. 
At a press conference earlier today 
Savago revealed that he also issued a 
four-point directive to all department 
heads as part of what he called Phase One 
of the emergency procedure. 
He is asking department heads to sub­ 
mit a current year-to-date report of all 
revenues and expenditures with the first 
report due March 29 for the period -Jan. 
1 through Feb. 29. The department heads 
will also be required to submit additional 
reports on a monthly basis as part of 
ongoing financial scrutiny. 
Department heads will also be required 
to report all state and federal mandates 
which affect either county expenditures 
or state and federal funding. The reports 
are to be an estimate of financial impact 
and are due no later than April 1. They 
will continue to be made on a monthly 
basis. 
All department heads are to meet with 
their respective legislative committees 
withing 30 days to determine if further 
budget savings can be made. They are to 
also jointly review with their legislative 
committees all budgeted revenues and 
expenses, on a monthly basis, and report 
on their operational efficiency. 
Savago said he worked out the program 
during three-days of consultation with 
Legislator William R. West, R-Dist. 2, 
chairman of the Treasurer’s Committee; 
budget officer, William Darwak and staff; 
Social Services Committee Chairman 
Krnest J. Gardner, R-Dist. 5, and County 
Attorney Abram Molyneaux, among oth­ 
ers. 
He predicted that the county adminis­ 
tration garage which was scheduled for 
construction this year will not be built 
and he said he will not be surprised it 
Social Services Commissioner Bernhardt 
S. Kramer is forced to come back to the 
county board later this year asking for 
more funds to meet the increased welfare 
load. 
Savago blamed most of the county’s 
financial plight on state and federal wel­ 
fare mandates and urged welfare reform. 
The shortfall became public last week 
after County treasurer Fred H. DuBois 
filed a report with the legislature in which 
it was apparent that the estimated sur­ 
plus of $4.6 million in the 197 6 budget 
would have a shortfall of about $1.7 
million. 
Savago attributed the shortfall to seven 
areas including uncollected taxes exceed­ 
ing 
estimated 
allowances 
by 
nearly 
$7 50,000. A lso ad v e rse certiorari 
judgments on real property taxes which 
caused the loss of nearly $223,000 in the 
City of Kingston and the State Office of 
Drug Abuse Services reneging on as­ 
surances it would reimburse the county 
$83,000 for the Drug Abuse Outreach 
Program. 
Savago pointed to 197 5 welfare expen­ 
ditures mandated by the state and federal 
government which exceeded 197 4 by near­ 
ly 46 per cent and the fact that depart­ 
ment heads exceeded spending estimates 
in December which were used to prepare 
the 197 6 budget. 
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A Program 
To Lessen 
Shortfall 


Although the National Weather Service 
had not confirmed that it was a tornado 
that struck the area Sunday, the storm 
had all the markings of a typical midwest 
twister. In one section of Rochester Sun­ 
day, a small bam disintegrated in the 
high winds, but two buildings on either 
side escaped untouched. 


Rochester officials said today that more 
than 100 buildings were damaged in the 
storm, most by flying debris and falling 
tree limbs.

Central Hudson officials today con­ 
firmed that the Rondout Valley area was 
the hardest hit in Ulster County Sunday, 
but problems certainly weren’t restricted 
to that area. A utility spokesman said 
some 3,500 customers were left without 
power Sunday afternoon in the Kingston 
area. In Newburgh, service to 9 ,000 cus­ 
tomers was disrupted by Sunday’s storm. 
The wind storm, traveling west to east, 
passed quickly through Rochester and 
then 
headed southeast through New 
Paltz, Gardiner and Plattekill. Scattered 
damage was reported in Rosendale, Gar­ 
diner, Modena and Clintondale. 
In New Paltz, village police said today 
that at least 12 roads were blocked by 
fallen trees Sunday afternoon, including 
Main Street and Routes 32, 208 and 44- 
55. In Modena, several mobile homes 
were blown off their foundations and 
dozens of structures were damaged. 
In Kingston, the storm was preceded by 
blackened skies, rain squalls and heavy 
winds. Thirty minutes later, patches of 
blue sky could be seen. 
Wind gusts of 7 5 miles per hour were 
reported at the Dutchess County Airport 
in Poughkeepsie; two planes were dam ­ 
aged and several buildings were de­ 
stroyed. 
The Ulster County Civil Defense Office 
is compiling damage records and is ex­ 
pected to apply for state disaster aid.

Nestler and M. Allen Mason 
were law students waiting to 
take the bar examination in 
North Carolina. 
Today, Nestler works in a 
wood shop; Mason in a restau­ 
rant. 
Both 27-year-olds have been 
blackballed by state bar ex­ 
aminers who held that they 
lacked moral character to be­ 
come lawyers. 
Their crime? On Dec. 6th, 
1974, Nestler and Mason had 
pleaded guilty to possessing 
less than one ounce of mari­ 
juana, a misdemeanor, and 
were placed on probation for 
one year after paying $16 in 
court coats. 
Both are fighting the bar 
examiners' ruling in 
North 
Carolina 
and U.S. 
district 
courts on the ground that no 
moral turpitude was involved. 
Both denied dealing in the 
drug. 
The Drug Abuse Council, 
which estimates that 29 mil­ 
lion 
Americans 
have 
tried 
marijuana, has no firm figures 
on the number who have ac­ 
quired court records but said it 
must be in the thousands. The 
Council says about 12 million 
use marijuana regularly. 
“ T h e 
only d ifferen ce 
between me and half the law 
school population is that I got 
caught,” says Nestler. 
Six states — California, Ore­ 
gon, Alaska, Ohio, Colorado 
and Maine — have passed 
laws decriminalizing convic­ 
tions based on smoking mari­ 
juana. Eight Democratic presi­ 
dential candidates say they 
support marijuana law reform. 
But until the reforms are 
brought about, in some states 
legal careers apparently can be 
denied to students who smoke 
pot. 
The 
North 
Carolina 
ex­ 
am iners tried to prevent 
Nestler and Mason from tak­ 
ing the bar examination and 
were upheld in state courts. 
But a federal judge issued an 
order permitting the two to 
take 
the 
bar 
examination 
while the constitutional issues 
were resolved. 


That could take years, un­ 
less the bar examiners relent. 


It took four years for former 
Beatle, John Lennon, to upset 
a Board of Immigration ruling 
denying him residence in the 
United States because of a 
marijuana possession convic­ 
tion in London in 1968. A 
federal appeals court ruled last 
December that no moral tur­ 
pitude was involved in the 
misdemeanor. 
Another who had a close call 
was Bob Korn, city attorney 
for Telluride, Colo., who was 


arrested on charges of 
possession and 
distribution. 
He had given some marijuana 
to a friend who was a deputy 
sheriff. 
The arrest came 12 days 
b e f o r e 
t h e 
s t a t e ' s 
decriminalization 
law 
went 
into effect. Under the old law, 
Korn could have been sent to 
jail for 14 years with revoca­ 
tion of his attorney’s license. 
After a hassel, Korn was 
allowed to plead guilty to the 
new law and subjected to a 
$1(X) fine, much like paying a 
traffic ticket.

Right now, 
civ il serv ice employ ment seems to be free of political persuasion. If 
this procedure were adopted, we fear it would offer a temptation to 
our officials to rig the replacements as political fav ors. 
We suggest that the procedure be changed to produce the same 
desired effect. Why can’t the v acant post filled by the applicant who 
qualified second in the preceding testing, or better still, conduct an 
interim test?

W ASH ING TO N —President Ford and Attorney General Lev i are at 
work writing guidelines for crime, and at the other end of Pennsy lv ania 
Av enue, Congress is busy at the task of learning how to ov ersee it. 
Finding a lawful way to superv ise lawlessness is the most cpt 
description for the attem pts currently being made to contain the CIA 
and the FBI. 
Success for this endeav or is inherently impossible. There can be no 
adequate guidelines or ov ersight for the my riad of scummy activ ities 
that are clustered under the name of ‘‘cov ert action.” The worst of 
them, i.e. assassination, sabotage and incitement to rev olution, are 
acts of war; and under our sy stem, as it was originally contemplated, 
the power to declare war rests ex clusiv ely with Congress.

W hile ou r officialdom occu pies itself 
debatin g how it is goin g to legitim ate the 
illegitim ate, the rest of u s m u st come to 
u n derstan d th at more is at stak e than 
e v e n C IA a s s a s s in a tio n s a n d FB I 
m u rders. These acts aren ’t the work of 
"rogu e” agen cies which m u st be “con ­ 
trolled.” Nor can they be blam ed on 
ou tstan din gly im m oral presiden ts lik e 
Ken n edy an d Nix on . 
W hat has happen ed is th at we n ow hav e 
two gov ern m en ts. We hav e the v isible on e 
th at we pay tax es to an d k v etch abou t 
an d the dark gov ern m en t of the n ation al 
secu rity state. You may con sider the first 
gov ern m en t awfu l, bu t it is more or less 
lawfu l, an d it operates more or less as we 
learn ed in Su n day school it shou ld. 
T he secon d is absolu tely lawless an d 
u n lawfu l. It fails ev ery test of legality . 
Althou gh it spen ds billion s of dollars, 
Con gress itself doesn 't ev en k n ow when or 
how m u ch mon ey it’s appropriatin g for it. 
There is n o mean in gfu l au dit of fu n ds, 
an d the Pik e Com m ittee report, which 
CB S’s Dan iel Schorr m ade pu blic for u s, 
in dicates massiv e theft an d corru ption in 
the CIA.

“The inv estigation is centering on 
whether the shooting was accidental or 
intentional," said Pitkin Cou nty Dis­ 
trict Attorney Frank Tu cker. “I hav e 
no idea what the cau se was for the 
shooting. 
“She’ll be adv ised, not charged, to­ 
day ," he said. "The inv estigation is 
continu ing." 
Miss Longet, 35, the former wife of 
entertainer Andy Williams, has liv ed 
with Sabich for the p ast two y ears. 
Tu cker said she rep orted the shooting 
late Su nday afternoon. 
A sp en C ity M a nag er P h illip

said

“ It came down to me that it wasn’t 
a p assion thing, bu t that the two of 
them were ju st clowning arou nd,” said 
Mahoney . 
Miss Longet sp ent the night with 
friends after p osting a $5,000 p ersonal 


recognizance bond. 
Williams, who was div orced from 
Miss Longet last sp ring, flew to Asp en 
early today to join his three children 
and his former wife, according to a 
family friend in Los Angeles. 
"I u nderstand there is some ev idence 
it (the shooting) cou ld hav e been an 
accident,” the family friend said. “She 
is not in jail.” 
Sabich, a gradu ate of Colorado Uni­ 
v ersity and a member of its ski team, 
finished fifth at the 19 6 8 Winter Oly m­ 
p ics in Grenoble, won the World Pro 
Skiing crown in 19 70, his first y ear on 
the p ro tou r, and the following y ear. 
He had been semiactiv e since su ffer­ 
ing a seriou s back inju ry in the final 
race of the 19 73 season. 
Miss Longet, who recently finished 
an albu m for Williams’ record com­ 
p any , filed for div orce from the enter­ 
tainer in Janu ary , 19 75. Williams was 
often seen with Ethel Kennedy , widow 
of assassinated Sen. Robert Kennedy , 
following the cou p les’ sep aration. 


The Williams’ y ou ngest child was 
named after Kennedy . 
“I am a fortu nate woman, "Miss 
Longet said in an UPI interv iew two 
months before she filed for div orce. “ I 
hav e a hu sband, I hav e my children 
and 1 also hav e my man. There’s no 
reason two p eop le can’t liv e like Andy 
and I do.”

day sail through the waterway 
linking the A tlan tic and 
Pacific Oceans. 
Harold R. Parfitt, governor 
of the Canal Zone, said Satur­ 
day it would take about a 
month to clear the backlog 
completely.

• H U R L E Y —The Town of 
Hurley is conducting a straw- 
poll among its residents con­ 
cerning a proposal to buy a 45- 
acre tract of the Oehler Moun­ 
tain l/>dge on Schildtknecht 
Road for a town recreation 
center. 


In a letter asking town resi­ 
dents for their feelings on the 
matter, Che town recreation 
commission 
notes 
that 
the 
tract consists of a swimming 
pool approximately 50 by 80 
feet, bathhouses and a 
pavilion, a pond approximate­ 
ly 40 by 160 feet, a 225 by 375 
foot athletic field with lights 
and anannouncer's booth and 
'a parking lot with a capacity of 
100 cars. 


Ballots must be postmarked 
not later than Wednesday, 
March 24. and will he tallied 
Saturday, March 27. 
The purchase price is 
$63,125. The current budget 
appropriation for recreation is 


$10,000 and the annual cost for 
the new program plus the ex­ 
isting program is estimated at 
$25,(XX) which would translate 
into approximately $2.20 per 
thousand of assessed valution 
for town taxpayers. 


"At the present time we con­ 
tract m«*st of our recreation 
programs outside the town," 
ihe commission noted in a 
letter to taxpayers. “ With this 
acquisition, 
we 
could 
cen­ 
tralize within the town as well 
as expand our offerings." 


One of the major difficulties 
in finding a site was the need 
for a central location. The 
town is. literally cut in two 
sections by the Ashokan Reser­ 
voir and Hurley and West 
Hurley have shared little but a 
tax rate in the past, officials 
noted. 
Eastern shore residents have 
accessto Hurley Recreation at 
a cost of $60 a year but those 
on 
the 
reservoir’s 
eastern 


shore, although they comprise 
half the town’s population, 
have no facilities at all. 
Upkeep of the park is esti­ 
mated at $20,000 about $8.55 
lor- a taxpayer with a $4.000 
assessment on his property. 
The facilities and grounds 
are 
reportedly 
in excellent 
shape and 
well-maintained. 
Bridal paths and tow roads 
offer opportunities for snow- 
mobiling, 
horseback 
riding, 
and other sports. Other sug­ 
gested uses for the gently roll­ 
ing 45-acre site include tennis 
courts,! a basket ball court, 
and town office buildings.

Explains School Position 


K IN G S T O N —Frederick O.- 
Hofbauer, a member of the 
Board of Education of the 
Kingston City Schools Con­ 
solidated, has released the text 
of a letter written in reply to 
the Lake Katrine PTO, the 
Edson PTO. and the M. Clif­ 
ford Miller .Junior High School 
TACT regarding his position 
on the problems caused by 
alleged overcrowding at King­ 
ston High School. 
Hofbauer said; “ These are 
the things I am sure of at the 
present time:" 
• Im plementation of the 
School Safety Review by the 
State Education Department 
has been started by the board 
and 
should 
be 
completed 
without delay. 
• Since elementary enroll­ 
ment is declining, there must 
be a closing of some elemen­ 
tary schools. The statere com­ 
mended phasing out four by 
1980. Class size average is 
22.75 
and 
declining. 
The 
teachers’ contract is for 29 and 
.‘JO per class except for special 
education. 
• Junior high enrollment will 
peak at about 2,735 in 1976-77. 
The district now has a junior 
high capacity for 2.750 stu­ 
dents. Enrollment will con­ 
tinue to decline for the next 10 
years. Some rooms in junior 
high schools are not used dur­ 
ing the entire day. After the 
bulge next year, with full utili­ 
zation and some changes at 
Bailey and Miller, the district 
should not need the Myron J. 
Michael building for a junior 
high school. 
Hofbauer said he recently 
visited the high school and saw 
no overcrowding of classrooms, 
hallways or cafeteria. "In fact, 
there were five to 10 empty 
seats in all classes I observed.I 
even found some rooms which 
were not being used part of the 
day." 
Hofbauer said that split ses­ 
sions beginning in September 
should yield even more space. 
"The answer to a new high 
school in Lake Katrine at this 
time must be ‘no’,” Hofbauer 
saio. “ At a time when our 
operating budget is almost at 
its limit, where do we get the 
money to operate it? By clos­ 
ing some other school? Two 
high schools cannot be oper­ 
ated as cheaply as one." 
Offering “ a few thoughts on 
the Lake Katrine proposal,” 
Hofbauer said; 
• “ Did you know that the 
school was designed for 1,600 
students but with support sys­ 


tems for 2,000? In the future it 
could be enlarged and there 
then would be no need for a 
high school on Broadway. 
• "Did you know that it has 
been designed without study 
halls0 Where will students go 
during free periods0 Will it be 
an open campus or will stu­ 
dents be given short sched­ 
ules? 
• "Did you knowt hat a sta 
dium and other athletic fields 
would be built, in addition to 
a swimming p<x>l? 
• "Did you know that the 
school district owned Deitz 
Stadium and gave it to the 
City of Kingston? 
• 'Did you realize that over 
80 per cent of the students 
assigned 
to 
Lake 
Katrine 
would have to be bused? 
• "Did you know that cur­ 
riculum offerings at K H S and 
Lake Katrine would be dif­ 
ferent?" 


Hofbauer predicted that if a 
new high school is built in 
Lake Katrine, Kingston High 
School and M JM are doomed 
for closing in the near future. 


Citing limitations on money 
available to the district, Hof­ 
bauer said: "What we need is 
one high school on Broadway 
which would include the M JM 
building, and two junior high 
schixils, 
Miller and Bailey. 
Then we can have our pro­ 
grams for students and not 
have a lot of empty schools for 
lack of students to fill them or 
the money to operate them. 
We are going to have empty 
rooms and empty schools. Any 
new construction now will only 
add to the list of empty rooms 
or schools of the future. 
“ May I add that the direc­ 
tion this board will take will 
depend on the platform of the 
candidates elected in Mav.”

Wind Storm Slashes Southern Ulster 


By Jon Powers 
ACCORD-Parts of southern 
Ulster 


County resembled a battlefield today 
after devastating winds cut a path of 
destruction from Samsonville to Clinton- 
dale Sunday afternoon. 


Unofficial reports have placed the dam- 


age in excess of $100,000. The hardest hit 
area of the county was the Town of 
Rochester, where at least six mobile 
homes and four barns were demolished. 


The storm hit shortly after 2 p.m., and 


arrived with a suddeness that caught 
numerous homeowners and motorists by 
surprise. Minutes later the skies had 


cleared and the winds had calmed; the 
only evidence of nature's fury were scat- 
tered piles of rubble that shortly before 
had been homes and buildings. 


Despite the devastation, only three 


minor injuries were reported. One woman 
suffered rib injuries when she was buried 
in the debris of her mobile home along 


Route 209 in Accord; a man at the same 
location suffered an electric shock when 
he tried to crawl back inside his de- 
molished house trailer. 


Although there were several reports 


that "funnel clouds" had been sighted in 
the Accord area, the storm has not of- 


ficially been classified as a tornado.^ 


According to Accord Fire Chief Lowell 


Baker, Sunday's storm carved a narrow 
path of destruction from one end of the 
town to the other.

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A Program 
To Lessen 
Shortfall

KINGSTON— Faced with a $1.7 million 
deficit in the 1976 budget, Ulster County 
Legislature Chairman Peter J. Savago, R- 
Dist. 8, put forward today a five-point 
emergency program which he is hopeful 
will enable the county to close the finan- 
cial gap! 


Savago will propose to the legislature at 


a special meeting Tuesday night that: 


• Promotions of all current county em- 


ployes and the hiring of new personnel for 
vacant county positions be frozen. 


• AH department equipment accounts 


be frozen. 


• Contractual expense accounts for all 


departments be frozen. 


• Resolutions authorizing or directing 


the expenditure of county funds include 
a financial impact statement. 


• Expenditures of all encumbered funds 


he prohibited without prior approval oi 
the legislature. 


At a press conference earlier today 


Savago revealed that he also issued a 
lour-point directive to all department 
heads as part oi what he called Phase One 
of the emergency procedure. 


He is asking department heads to sub- 


mit a current year-to-date report ol all 
revenues and expenditures with the first 
report due March 29 for the period Jan. 
1 through Feb. 29. The department heads 
will also be required to submit additional 
reports on a monthly basis as part of 
ongoing financial scrutiny. 


Department heads will also be required 


to report all state and federal mandates 
which affect either county expenditures 
or state and federal funding. The reports 
are to be an estimate of financial impact 
and are due no later than April 1 They 
will continue to be made on a monthly 
basis. 


All department heads are to meet with 


their respective legislative committees 
withing 30 days to determine if further 
budget savings can be made. They are to 
also jointly review with their legislative 
committees all budgeted revenues and 
expenses, on a monthly basis, and report 
on their operational efficiency. 


Savago said he worked out the program 


during three-days of consultation with 
Legislator William R. West, R-Dist. 2, 
chairman of the Treasurer's Committee; 
budget officer, William Darwak and staff, 
Social Services Committee 
Chairman 


Ernest J. Gardner, R-Dist 5, and County 
Attorney Abram Molyneaux, among oth- 
ers. 


He predicted that the county adminis- 


tration garage which was scheduled for 
construction this year will not be built 
and he said he will not be surprised if 
Social Services Commissioner Bernhardt 
S. Kramer is forced to come back to the 
county board later this year asking for 
more funds to meet the increased welfare 
load. 


Savago blamed most of the county's 


financial plight on state and federal wel- 
fare mandates and urged welfare reform. 


The shortfall became public last week 


after County treasurer Fred H. DuBois 
filed a report with the legislature in which 
it was apparent that the estimated sur- 
plus of $4.6 million in the 1976 budget 
would have a shortfall of about $1.7 
million 


Savago attributed the shortfall to seven 


areas including uncollected taxes exceed- 
ing 
estimated 
allowances 
by 
nearly 


$750,000. Also adverse certioran 
judgments on real property taxes which 
caused the loss of nearly $223,000 in the 
City of Kingston and the State Office of 
Drug Abuse Services reneging on as- 
surances it would reimburse the county 
$83,000 for the Drug Abuse Outreach 
Program. 


Savago pointed to 1975 welfare expen- 


ditures mandated by the state and federal 
government which exceeded 1974 by near- 
ly 46 per cent and the fact that depart- 
ment heads exceeded spending estimates 
in December which were used to prepare 
the 1976 budget.

Rochester officials said today that more 


than 100 buildings were damaged in the 
storm, most by flying debris and'falling 
tree limbs. 


Central Hudson officials today con- 


firmed that the Rondout Valley area was 
the hardest hit in Ulster County Sunday, 
but problems certainly weren't restricted 
to that area. A utility spokesman said 
some 3,500 customers were left without 
power Sunday afternoon in the Kingston 
area. In Newburgh, service to 9,000 cus- 
tomers was disrupted by Sunday's storm.

ENGLEWOOD CLIFFS *- It 
may be 1980 before the results 
of an experiment aimed at 
saving lives and now being 
conducted in a special center 
in this New Jersey community 
are known. But, in the mean- 
time, everyone interested in a 
program that concerns itself 
with the heart, can take a cue 
from the basic idea. 


The program is called MR 


FIT, the initials standing for 
Multiple Risk Factor Interven- 
tion Trial It was a new pro- 
gram when it was set up two 
years ago under the auspices of 
the National Heart and Lung 
Institute ol the National In- 
stitute of Health 


The idea was simple. About 


80 per cent of heart attacks 
seem to occur in men having 
one or more of the following 
three risk factors, heavy 
cigarette smoking, high blood 
pressure and elevated blood 
cholesterol. 11 a research team 
(iiuld find some of these men 
and intervene —change their 
habits -- perhaps the men 
could avoid such a high rate of 
heart attacks. 


Although it took more time 


than expected to find the 
number ol volunteers required 
for the stud} (one reason was 
that so many middle-aged 
men have given up smoking), 
the ranks are now filled and 
the research is underway at 20 
centers in the States.

cholesterol A principle techni- 
que here is a change in diet 
aw as from saturated fats and 
toward lower total tat, with a

"The world is getting more 


civilized," Sedaka insists. 
"It's not necessary to look or 
act like a freaky degenerate or 
so beautiful that you become 
untouchable. Ordinary people 
want to relate to other or- 
dinary people. The fact that I 
am who I am — a simple 
middle-of-the-roader — is part 
of my rebirth. 


Apparently Sedaka har- 


bored an inferiority complex as 
a child. Besides being short, 
pudgy, a wearer ol braces and 
glasses, he was the kid who 
played piano instead of ball. It 
didn't exactly endear him to 


his classmates w ho weren't 
above taunts. 


Today he admit .s he grap-

Joanne Koch 
Test Urged for Late Pregnancies 


One of the country's leading 


authorities in the field of 
genetic counseling advises 
any pregnant woman over 35 
to undergo a test called am- 
niocentesis which reveals the 
presence of abnormalities in 
the fetus related to mental 
retardation. 


Dr. Arthur Robinson, who is 


professor of Biophysics and 
Genetics at the University of 
Colorado Medical Center, 
notes that the risk of in- 
curable chromosomal abnor- 
malities, as Downs syndrome 
which is a primary cause of 
mental retardation, rises 
steadily after a woman 
reaches the age of 35. Accor- 
ding to Dr. Robinson, the 
chance of chromosomal ab- 
normalities is approximately 
one per cent at age 35. two per 
cent at 38, three per cent at 
age 40. and at age 45 the 
chances of being a mongoloid 
child 
or 
one 
w i t h 


chromosomal abnormalities 
is as high as one in 10. 


Even those opposed to in- 


terrupting a pregnancy for 
any reason will sometimes 
choose to undergo am- 
niocentesis 3* * 
means of 


preparing themselves to deal 
with the special problems an 
affected child and his family 
would face. (The test also 
reveals such conditions as 
spina bifida and certain 
metabolic disorders.) 


The actual "tap," or extrac- 


tion of a small amount of am- 
niotic fluid, should be con- 
ducted by a physician ex- 
perienced in this procedure. 
"Ultrasound" is often used to 
chart the exact position of the 
fetus and the placenta. The 
fetai cells contained in the 
fluid must be analyzed by a 
team trained in genetics. The 
results constitute an accurate 
picture of the chromosomal 
make-up of the fetus. The in- 
tensive session of genetic 
counseling which should 
precede the tap, the extrac- 
tion of the fluid and the 
laboratory analysis costs ap- 
jroximately $300. 


Most parents who learn that 


he fetus will be a mongoloid 
>r otherwise affected will con- 
ider an abortion. Since am-

Where is Cholesterol Found?

DEAR DR. LAMB-'Would 


you please explain 
the 


difference between anirr lal fat 
and cholesterol in the b lood? 


DEAR READER - This, or 


variations of it, is a const antly 
recurring question from my 
readers. Cholesterol is mot a 
fat, it is a waxy-like substance 
produced principally by the 
liver in animals. It is fou nd in 
meats (minimal to moderate 
amount), butterfat, chesese, 
egg yolks and certain organ 
meats. It is never found in 
plants or plant products. 


Fat is not cholesterol 


whether it comes f r o m 


animals or vegetables. It has 
a basic chemical difference. 
Animal fat tends to be made 
up of large amounts of 
saturated fat. This is a kind of 
fat 
that 
m a n y heart 


specialists think is particular- 
ly apt to contribute to fatty- 
cholesterol deposits in the 
blood vessels. Animal fat also 
contains a large amount of un- 
saturated fat. However, very 
little of the animal fat, except 
in fish and chicken, is of the 
polyunsaturated variety that 
some heart specialists think is 
important in helping to pre- 
vent 
fatty cholesterol 


deposits.

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 


husband and I eat fish at least 
three times a week — turbot, 
which is oily. We are on a low 
cholesterol diet and wonder if 
that fish is suitable. 


DEAR READER - Turbot 


belongs to the flat fish group 
of flounder, sole and sand dab. 
1 dMTt have figures for turbot 
but you can use the figures for 
flounder. These fish are 
relatively low in fat. Only 
about 10 per cent of their total 
calories is fat, which means 
that out of a 100 grams (3 one- 
half ounces) less than one 
gram is fat. 


I have eaten turbot many 


times myself and have not 
thought of it as oily, but rather 
as a low-fat fish. As a general 
rule you can estimate that 
about one-third of the fat in 
fish is saturated fat, one-third 
monounsaturated fat and one- 
third polyunsaturated fat. 
That means it is one of the 
best foods you can use to 
provide items low in saturated 
fat from the meat basic food 
group That's why fish is often 
recommended for diets that 
are designed for low-fat, low- 
cholesterol eating. I think you 
are wise to use fish regularly 
in your diet and feel that tur- 
bot is an excellent choice of 
the g r o u p . It is also 
economical and if you prepare 
it properly without adding a 
lot of fat to it, it is relatively 
low in fat

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Civil War Buff Stubby Osborne 


KINGSTON - A Civil War 
afflcionado, he wears a uni- 
form of that war whenever he 
lectures on its history. Inspired 
by genuine Mathew Brady 
photos — culled from the wet 
collodion glass plate process of 
a century ago — he is also 
equipped with musket, 
bayonet and sword. 


He is Seward (Stubby) R. 


Osbome Jr. of Olivebridge, 
and his Civil War style is 
reminiscent of old time type 
photos. But, beyond the uni- 
form, Osborne is more in- 
terested in the Civil War as a 
difficult historical period — 
and in the part that period 
played in Ulster County his- 
tory. Much of his time away 
from his Kingston job is spent 
collecting Civil War material 
and artifacts that have been 
buried in attic trunks around 
the county for more than six 
decades. 


Osborne is an authoritative 


historian on the war from Fort 
Sumter to Appomattox, but 
his special interest resides in 
the 20th New York State 
Militia — the "Ulster" Guard 
(regiments of Ulster and sur- 
rounding counties. And in- 
terested, too, in the 120th New 
York Volunteers, who were 
known as the "Washington 
Guard." 


Osborne spoke recently to 


students at Kingston's Harry 
L. Edson Elementary School 
in a lecture emphasizing the 
role Ulster County played in 
those momentous years of the 
Civil War. During two pro- 
grams at the school, he dis- 
Seward 'Stubby' R. Osborne, Jr. 


cussed the daily camp life of 
typical 
soldiers, their uni- 


forms, equipment and food. 
Through personal anecdotes of 
the men, women and children 
of 100 years ago, he made the 
period come alive again for his 
audiences. 


Osborne also set the stage for 


the Ulster Guard's 
partici- 


pation in the Battle of Get- 
tysburg; noted that after the 
North initially sustained 
heavy losses, it was this area 
regiment that saved the city of 
Gettysburg from falling to the 
Confederate forces. 


In addition to speaking at 


1 local schools, Stubby Osborne 
has also appeared on area ra- 
dio broadcasts to create in- 
terest in his project to reac- 
tivate the 20th New York 
State Militia and to form a 
Civil War research group here. 
Osborne is also involved in 
writing a book on the "Ulster 
Guard" and has authored 
articles on Colonel George W. 
Pratt, founder of the Ulster 
County Historical Society and 
commander of the 20th New 
York State Militia. He is 
hopeful that area 
residents 


having Civil War artifacts will 
contact him at his Olivebridge 
home phone number.

WASHINGTON—President Ford and Attorney General Levi are at 
work writing guidelines for crime, and at the other end of Pennsylvania 
Avenue, Congress is busy at the task of learning how to oversee it. 
Finding a lawful way to supervise lawlessness is the most apt 
description for the attempts currently being made to contain the CIA 
and the FBI. 


Success for this endeavor is inherently impossible. There can be no 


adequate guidelines or oversight for the myriad of scummy activities 
that are clustered under the name of "covert action." The worst of 
them, i.e. assassination, sabotage and incitement to revolution, are 
acts of war; and under our system, as it was originally contemplated, 
the power to declare war rests exclusively with Congress. 


Nor can Congress constitutionally delegate the power to declare war 


to the President, the CIA or anybody else. But in fact the CIA does 
have that power, putting Congress in the ridiculous situation of trying 
to oversee the unlawful usurpation of its own functions. 


Wholesale bribery, rigging other 
national security government. Even the 


people's elections and the like aren't acts 
of war, but they are interference in other 
countries' domestic affairs. That also is 
unlawful, under our law, where we have 
signed and ratified treaties prohibiting it, 
as is the case with South America. 


Ultimate Stakes 


While our officialdom occupies itself 


debating how it is going to legitimate the 
illegitimate, the rest of us must come to 
understand that more is at stake than 
even CIA assassinations and FBI 
murders. These acts aren't the work of 
"rogue" agencies which must be "con- 
trolled." Nor can they be blamed on 
outstandingly immoral presidents like 
Kennedy and Nixon. 


What has happened is that we now have 


two governments. We have the visible one 
that we pay taxes to and kvetch about 
and the dark government of the national 
security state. You may consider the first 
government awful, but it is more or less 
lawful, and it operates more or less as we 
learned in Sunday school it should. 


The second is absolutely lawless and 


unlawful. It fails every test of legality. 
Although it spends billions of dollars, 
Congress itself doesn't even know when or 
how much money it's appropriating for it. 
There is no meaningful audit of funds, 
and the Pike Committee report, which 
CBS's Daniel Schorr made public for us, 
indicates massive theft and corruption in 
the CIA. Or are you silly enough to 
believe that when the CIA in one foreign 
city spends §41,000 for liquor in one year 
they're fighting communism? How does 
spending 8175,000 to furnish an office 
keep the Reds off our back? Is anybody 
seriously going to maintain that, when 
the CIA uses taxpayer money to produce 
pornographic movies, they're defending 
the national security? 


When this kind of evidence of graft and 


rules they operate under, if there are any, 
are classified. Note that while prima facie 
cases of CIA and FBI crime against 
American citzens—forget foreigners—ex- 
ist, all the perpetrators are beyond the 
reach of the laws of the visible govern- 
ment. 


The Nazi & Soviet Models 


The same dual government system ob- 


tains in the Soviet Union as it did in Nazi 
Germany, where the Gestapo seemed to 
have shared the same prurient interests 
as the CIA. Russia has a fine visible 
government with all kinds of laws and 
safeguards, 
b u t , as Aleksandr 


Solzhenitsyn has reminded us, they're not 
binding on the KCfB. Dual government is 
the common characteristic of the modern 
totalitarian state.

thoughtless mob of auto-hypnotic patri- 
ots who want to punish men like Daniel 
Schorr because he's giving our secrets 
away to the enemy. If he's given any 
secrets away, they are secrets we can't 
have because they are things we can't do 
and still call ourselves Americans. Hitler 
and Mussolini used criminal gangs for 
their political purposes, but there is no 
way we can stretch our system to include 
a similar use of the Mafia. 


One of the reasons CIA-FBI cries have 


gotten so much publicity of late is that 
during the Nixon period some members of 
the country's ruling circles found 
themselves victims of the second 
govenment's lawlessness. They didn't 
mind when a job was done on foreigners 
or on a Martin Luther King. They don't 
want it done on themselves, and this 
debate over control and oversight is really 
grappling with an arrangement that will 
protect them but not the rest of us. 


That can't be either. The German 


capitalists found that with Hitler. Either 


corruption piles up against the employes we're all protected or none of us will be. 
of the visible government, grand juries are 
impanelled, indictments are issued and 
citizens file taxpayer suits. None of that 
is possible with the various organs of the 


Nor can that protection be secured by 
circumscribing the area of lawlessness. 
There are some things a democracy can 
never, no not ever, do.

Our reporters, Terry Repak and Marc Smolonsky, dug through ,

in the documents as recipients of illegal payments.

Our investigation even led to the White House itself. President Ford 


allegedly received an illegal $1,000 contribution from Phillips when ht . 
was the House Republican leader. A White House spokesman told us. 
there was no way to verify the payment now. But he conceded the 
money was never returned. 


When Richard Nixon occupied the 


White House, his campaign aides were 
.caught accepting an illegal $100,000 con- 
tribution from Ashland in 1972. The 
money was returned with a big show of 
piety. We have now discovered that the 
Nixon campaign accepted an earlier 
:$100,000 from the same oil company in 
1968. But this money, since it was never 
publicized, wasn't given back. 


Of the 45 members of Congress who are 


identified in SEC documents aa receiving 
illegal money from corporate lobbyists, 
only six have returned the loot. They are 
Sen. 
Howard Baker, R.-Tenn., 
Carl 


Curtis, R.-Neb., Henry Jackson, D.- 
Wash., James McClure, R.-Ida., J.B. 
Johnston, D.-La., and Rep. Wilbur Mills, 
D.-Ark. 


They paid back a total of S45.600 in' 


illegal gifts. But Mills did not return 
another $50,000 Ashland contribution, 
strictly illegal, which was given to him to 
distrubute to Democratic colleagues. 


Sen. James Eastland, D.-Miss., ad- 


mitted receiving a 85,000 payment from 
Ashland but said he had no intention ol 
returning it. House Democratic leader 
Tip O'Neill, D.-Mass., acknowledged he 
got $200 from Phillips. He also felt no 
obligation to return it. Both men ex- 
plained that they didn't realize the con- 
tributions had come from 
corporate 


funds. 


Most of the 45 legislators, whose names 


appear on the SEC lists of illegal reci- 
pients, refused to acknowledge that they 
got any illegal money from any corpo- 
ration. Many have received letters from 
Gulf demanding restitution. They won't 
give back money, they said, that they 
don't recall receiving. 


One Gulf letter, for example, went to 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey, D.-Minn. 
Through a spokesman, he denied receiv- 
ing an illegal payment but acknowledged 
the gifts may have gone to his campaign 
committees. Our information indicates 
that Humphrey collected 830,500, all 
told, from Gulf and Ashland. 


Sen. Mark Hatfield, R.-Ore., according 


to the documents, received $11,000 from 
Phillips and Gulf. But a spokesman in- 
sisted that Hatfield never got any illegal 
payments. 


Another $1,000 illegal donation from 


Phillips allegedly went to Sen. Stronv 
Thurmond, R.-S.C. A spokesman sai'd" 
there's no record of the illegal payment 
but acknowledged it might have come in 
from a corporate bagman.

You cannot libel the dead. The ladies

As an author, I spent five years re- 


searching the executive and personal life 
of Joh Kennedy. A first book, entitled "A

World War II, he was known among the

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ABCs on First Opinion Poll... Part 2 


I .wrpte recently about my 


role in originating the first 
Public1 Opinion poll based on 
weighted sampling — in the 
Fortune magazine of the 30's, 
of which I was then Managing 
Editor,,-! ended that little 
piece with the promise of 
documenting the skeptic of my 
own invention that the effort 
left me: Since then two gener- 
ations have grown being con- 
fused, and often misled, by the 
popularity they achieved when 
taken up by other media than 
the Fortune of my day. This 
year of President-choosing, 
their.-accuracy is going to be 
more.hptly debated than ever. 


That a sampling process 


based on an honest attempt to 


choose those to be sampled in 
correct proportion to their 
numbers — in such easily 
identified categories as sex, 
age, income, race and religion 
(just to name a few) is a vast 
improvement on the random 
surveys of the 20's, there is no 
doubt whatever. But that that 
fact 
entitles 
them 
to be 


thought of as "scientific" is 
simply baloney. 


The first thing we found out 


at Fortune was that the same 
questions differently phrased 
came back with quite different 
answers — and there was just 
no scientific method of decid- 
ing which were the soundest. 
So our final choice had to 


depend on our common sense, 
i You can, if you like, exempt 
simple requests as "who will 
you vote for? "— but you'll 
still have to guess whether you 
are getting honest answers and 
even if you are, whether the 
questioner won't change his or 
her mind 10 minutes later.) 


But here only begins the 


sincere sampler's doubts. 
Doubt No. 2 may be even more 
shaking. It is whether the cate- 
gories you've chosen can give 
you a meaningful cross section 
— i.e. do you know what 
you're talking about when you 
claim to be able to take the 
electorate apart accurately? 


I remember that when 


Fortune's first serious survey 
turned out to be so red hot that 
was one of the first things that 
shook us up — and thereby 
hangs a tale.

Two May Settle for Influence 


Ronald Reagan missed in Florida, as he did in New 


Hampshire, by getting just under 50 per cent of the Republican 
presidential primary vote. He has always repulsed third party 
advances, saying that he intends to keep fighting as a 
Republican. Of course, he'd have to say that anyway at this 
stage of the priiary game, just as George Wallace has to say 
he will continue to make his pitch not as an independent but 
as a registered Democrat. Credibility in primaries depends on 
an'earnest show of party loyalty. 


But there is more to it than that. No one has ever won on 


a third party bolt. To support his decision to remain a 
Republican, Reagan has the history of 1912, when Theodore 
Roosevelt's followers marched out of the Republican Chicago 
convention to form the Progressive party. Roosevelt did better 
than'Tatt in the November election, but the split enabled 
Woqdrow Wilson, the Democrat, to win with under 42 per cent 
of the- popular vote. 


The Lincoln election of I860 is often cited as a deviation from 


theiuh; that bolting dissidents never win, but there were four 
major candidates in the field in that convulsive year, not three. 
And,'Since the Whig party had already practically committed 
suicide, Lincoln was not exactly a bolting candidate. 


'•: 
Taking Stock 


Since Florida apparently derailed both the Reagan and the 


Wallace campaigns, the two defeated men may decide, after 
putting up a struggle in further primaries, to settle for 
influence. Ford mght become convinced that he needs Reagan 
for .his vice presidential running mate to make sure of getting 
a majority in November. And whoever the Democratic can- 
didate may be (I still think it will be between Jackson and 
Humphrey), it would only be sensible to propitiate Wallace by 
offering him something of importance. 


If this is the way things turn out, it will be a great 


disappointment to the conservatives who, with the record of the 
public opinion polls to justify them, are convinced that they 
are the new American majority.

Should the conservatives let the history of the unsuccessful 


1912 Progressive party bolt deter them from trying-to do 
something outside the Republican organization? If Reagan can 
consistently garner just under 50 per cent of the Republican 
primary vote, he would be almost in as an independent 
candidate if he could find some way of combining his loyal 
adherents with those of George Wallace. This is what makes 
the whole situation so tantalizing to the conservatives, who 
have to keep their mouths closed as long as Reagan and Wallace 
consider they still have a chance to pull something off by 
remaining on their traditional old party reservations.

But the time will come next summer when there is no longer 


a need for silence. What Reagan and Wallace should keep in 
mind is that if there were two simultaneous bolts and a 
subsequent merging of the Republican and Democratic dissi- 
dents, it would be no 1912 Bull Moose situation. We would have 
something new under the sun. If Wallace can get 20 per cent 
of the Democratic primary vote in industrial states and 
between 30 and 55 per cent of delegates in the South, and if 
Regan can continue to hover in the 40 per cent bracket in his 
important primaries, there would seemingly be no stopping a 
combination of the dissidents in November. 


It probably won't happen that way. The temptation to settle 


for ir.fluencs in the old parties will probably be too strong for 
either Regan or Wallace, if not for both. But the merger could 
be pulled off if enough determined men were to rally to the 
cause. 


What must be understood is that it would not be just a third 


party adventure. It would be a third and fourth party 
amalgamation promoted with the idea of becoming the first 
party out of an enthusiasm riding on sheer statistical momen- 
tum. 


And who would be first on the ticket? Let the old party 


primary records decide that. We'll know a lot more by July. 


Arms for Egypt . . . A Deep Dilemma 


WASHINGTON — Confiden- 
tial-advice from Sen. Hubert 
Humphrey that the Ford ad- 
ministration bypass Congress 
by arranging a commercial 
sale of six military transport 
planes to Egypt contradicts 
Humphrey's public campaign 
to give Congress new, far- 
reaching control over all U.S.

can be explained in only one 
way: 
Humphrey and other 


leaders of the pro-Israel bloc 
know that this country must 
help Egypt in its spectacular 
turn away from Moscow at all 
costs; however they want to 
avoid a public vote on the 
matter. 


Thus, the relatively in- 


significant sale of non-armed 
C-130 transports to Egypt for 
$40 million (compared to an- 
nual aid to Israel running near- 
ly 40 times that amount) is 
posing a deep dilemma for 
politicians unwilling to face 
fundamental changes in the 
Mideast. 


For Humphrey, an unan- 


nounced Democratic presiden- 
tial prospect, the sale to Egypt 
is particularly distressing. 
Humphrey is author of a 
Senate-passed bill (now in a 
Senate-House conference com- 
mittee) that would compel the 
President to give Congress a 
chance to veto any commercial 
arms sale of $25 million or 
more, just as Congress now can 
veto non-commercial sales 
between the U.S. and another 
government. 


Yet, despite sponsoring this 


bill as part of his long battle to 
give Congress more control 
over world arms traffic, Hum- 
phrey quietly proposed that 
the administration handle the 
C-130 sale quickly as a routine 
commercial sale. Under exist- 
ing law, that would bypass 
Congress — and get Hum- 
phrey off the nasty hook of 
having to vote the sale up or 
down. 


The hook would be nasty for 


Humphrey because if he voted 
for the sale, as overwhelmingly 
dictated by Egypt's switch 
away from Soviet friendship to 
informal alliance with the 
U.S., he would be exposed to 
embarrassing contrast with 
Sen. Henry M. Jackson, a 
leading Democratic presiden- 
tial candidate. 


As Israel's foremost Senate 


champion, Jackson is under 
irresistible pressure to vote 
against the C-130's sale (pub- 
licly condemned by Israeli 
prime minister Yitzhak Rabin 
on March 4). 


Humphrey's position is not 


unique. Republican Sens. Clif- 
ford P. Case of New Jersey and 
Jacob K. Javits of New York 
joined him in private talks 
with Kissinger agents strongly 
recommending the com- 
mercial sales route. 


But other members of Con- 


gress who have tended to see 
only Israel's foreign policy in- 
terest — as opposed to Arab 
interests and perhaps even 
U.S. interests — appear to be 
changing. One major reason: 


the effect on U.S. relations 
with Egypt and the Arab world 
if, after expelling some 14,000 
Soviet advisers in 1972 and 
now abrogating the Egyptian- 
Soviet friendship treaty, Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat is publicly 
humiliated by the U.S. and 
thrown back on the tender 
mercies of Moscow. 


That might well be taken by 


the Arabs as a final verdict 
that the U.S., in the face of 
even so dramatic a turnabout 
as Egypt has just completed, is 
unable to take a decision in 
the Middle East publicly op- 
posed by the Israeli govern- 
ment. 


It is precisely for that reason 


that President Ford and Kis- 
singer are now leaning strongly 
away from Humphrey's pro- 
posal to protect Congress from 
the C-130 hot potato. 


Whereas Humphrey wants 


Congress relieved of any con- 
frontation and vote, the ad- 
ministration now leans toward 
a direct collision on grounds 
that treating the C-130 sale as 
a "commercial" deal is flim- 
flam — a way of gaining the 
short-term objective (sale of 
the C-130s) but losing the vital 
political point that deep 
changes in the Mideast de- 
mand deep changes by the 
U.S. 


If the administation sticks to 


this position, a letter notifying 
Congress of the U.S.-Egyptian 
sale will be sent to the Senate 
and the House. Resolutions to 
veto the sale will be in- 
troduced, with the adminis- 


tration confident of victory 
(even if Humphrey should lead 
the veto fight.) The fact that 
such a direct collision with 
Congress is preferred to an 
undercover deal tells much 
about 
the 
administration's 


future arms plans with Egypt. 


Thus, to keep Egypt from 


crawling back to Moscow for 
arms aid sometime in the 
future, the administration in- 
tends to open an arms supply- 
line with Egypt — but for only 
a fractional tidbit of the arms 
now flooding Israel — starting 
with the C-130s. 


Mideast experts feel Con- 


gress will accept such a future 
commitment, however high 
the pressures from Israel to 
impose an American arms ban 
on Cairo. If that appraisal by 
the Ford administration is cor- 
rect, it means that elected 
politicians may be taking a 
less stigmatic view of the 
Arabs, a change that holds 
more, not less, promise for the 
real future security of Israel 
and one that Humphrey might 
be advised to nurture instead 
of resist. 


Population, Problems Grow 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
world's growing population is 
intensifying problems ranging 
from inflation to the erosion of 
individual rights, the World- 
watch Institute said over the 
weekend. 


The" nonprofit, research in- 


stitute"'said its study of 22 
dimensions of the population 


problem showed "national and 
international leaders can no 
longer dodge the peril inherent 
in continuing rapid population 
growth. 


"While slowing the growth 


in human numbers is not a 
panacea for all of humanity's 
problems," it said, the conse- 
quences of unchecked fertility 
should underline the urgent 
need to slow population 
growth. 


The 80-page study said since 


the 18th century, when 
Malthus first made the con- 
nection between population 
and food supplies, there has 
been a "single-minded" focus 
on that aspect of the over-all 
problem. 
Worldwatch said 


others were at least as serious. 


Among the other dimensions 


Worldwatch looked at were in- 
flation, literacy, unemploy- 
ment, hunger, housing, en- 
vironmental illnesses and indi- 
vidual freedom. 


In the 1970s, the study said, 


"a new source of long-term 
inflation has begun to emerge" 


— scarcity-induced inflation 
of such strategic items as pe- 
troleum, firewood, cereals and 
soybeans. Most of it is at- 
tributable to population 
growth. 


"With 4 billion consumers 


already on the scene and 
200,000 more being added each 
day, scarcity-induced infla- 
tionary pressures may become 
chronic," the study said. 


"Indeed, inflation poses one 


of the most difficult challenges 
political leaders will face jn 
the years ahead. What they 
must now realize is that, 
without a marked slowdown in 
population growth, inflation 
may simply not be manage- 
able." 


It said one of the "intrac- 


table consequences" of rising 
population growth may be 
chronic unemployment. 
Between 1970 and 2000, anoth- 
er 922 million jobs will be 
required in the developing 
countries as the working force 
doubles within the span of a 
generation.

And that was precisely when 


our dream of developing Pub- 
lic Opinion surveying into a 
sound science was shattered. 


How right President Conant 


was! Public Opinion Survey- 
ing was indeed to become 
deeply involved in politics. So 
it has never had the serious 
concentration of the scientific 
establishment. This, to me, is 
a great pity — but that's an- 
other subject.

polls that appeal to you but 
don't let them con you into 
thinking of them as products 
of science.

Unbeatens 
Battling 
Tradition

For the first time, two unbeaten teams 


have advanced to the semifinals of the 
NCAA basketball championships. But 
before either Indiana or Rutgers can 
claim the national championship, they'll 
have to contend with the most awesome 
tradition in collegiate history. 


Indiana, proudly bearing a 30-0 record 


and the nation's No. 1 ranking, gets first 
crack at the mystique of UCLA on Satur- 
day. In the other semifinal at Philadel- 
phia, 31-0 Rutgers meets another upstart 
team in Michigan. 


The two survivors will play Monday 


night for the championship. 


UCLA, although a loser of four games 


this season and ranked only fifth, cannot 
be discounted this far along in the 
playoffs simply because of its history—10 
NCAA crowns in the last 12 years. Indi- 
ana, meantime, lost to the Bruins a few 
years ago in the semifinals and last year, 
after turning in another perfect regular 
season, lost to Kentucky in the Mideast 
regional final. 


The difference between last year and 


this, though, is that Scott May is healthy 
this time. Against Kentucky lasl.year, he 
had a broken arm and was ineffective 
trying to play with the arm in a cast. Also, 
the Hoosiers creamed UCLA, 84-64, back 
on Nov. 29 in a game played at St. Louis. 


Indiana reached its current plateau the 


hard way, beating second-ranked Mar- 
quette, 65-56, in the Mideast regional 
final at Baton Rouge, La., Saturday. In 
the other regional finals, UCLA beat 
Arizona, 82-66, at Los Angeles, third- 
ranked Rutgers routed VMI, 91-75, at 
Greensboro, N.C., and Michigan over- 
came Missouri, 95-88, at Louisville, Ky. 


Johnny Wooden, the retired "Wizard of 


Westwood" who led UCLA to its long 
string of successes, is one person confi- 
dent that his successor, Gene Bartow, can 
lead the Bruins to another championship. 


"When we've had to do it, we've done 


it," Wooden said. "I'm not making any 
predictions, but I was glad to see Indiana 
heat Marquette in the Mideast Regionals. 


"That's not to say Indiana is not a great 


team. It is. But I think we can play 
Indiana better than Marquette because of 
the styles. It is simply a matter of 
matchups." 


"I just hope," Wooden added, "history 


repeats itself. We beat North Carolina 
State during the regular season two years 
ago and then we lost to them in the NCAA 
semifinals. The same thing could happen 
at Philadelphia." 


Bartow, who has been under severe 


pressure all season, said, "Well, we're 
where we're supposed to be at this time 
of the year. At least, that's what they told 
me when I came here." 


Rutgers, after barely squeezing by 


Princeton, 54-53, in the opening round of. 
the regionals, has come back strong and 
Coach Tom Young said, "I think right 
now we're playing as well as we have all 
year long. Our bench is doing a good job 
for us...and we're in great shape to go to 
Philadelphia." 


He declined to comment on what 


strategy he is planning for Michigan, but 
he added, "It will a relief to be considered 
an underdog. We have been the favorite 
for so long, but we won't be underdog by 
much." 


A rib cage muscle tear threatened to 


keep Warford on the bench against 
UNC- 


Charlotte, but he talked coach Joe Hall 
into letting him start his last game and 
the low-scoring guard came through with 
14 crucial points. 


With Mike Phillips and Jack.Givens on 


the bench for 10 minutes of the second 
half with four fouls each, it was left for 
Warford, who had only a 6.6 average, and 
backcourt mate Larry Johnson to do the 
scoring. Johnson finished with 16, which 
tied Phillips for Kentucky's high-scoring 
honors. 


Kentucky coach asked Warford before 


the game if he was able to play and the 
6-foot guard replied, "What difference 
does it make? I don't have to worry about 
it later." 


After the game, Warford told reporters: 


"If 1 had missed my first shot, I would 
have asked coach to take me out of the 
game. I'd rather sit on the bench and 
watch the team win than hurt it by 
playing.

Claudine Longet was advised of her 
rights today after being booked on the 
investigation charge. Authorities said 
if there are other charges, they will not 
be filed for several days. 


Sabich, 31, was shot once in the 


stomach Sunday at his S250.000 home 
in Starwood, an exclusive Aspen sub- 
division. An autopsy was ordered. 


"The investigation is centering on 


whether the shooting was accidental or 
intentional," said Pitkin County Dis- 
trict- Attorney Frank Tucker. "I have 
no idea what the cause was for the 
shooting. 


"She'll be advised, not charged, to- 


day," he said. "The investigation is 
continuing." 


Miss Longet, 35, the former wife of 


entertainer Andy Williams, has lived 
with Sabich for the past two years. 
Tucker said she reported the shooting 
late Sunday afternoon. 


Aspen City Manager P h i l l i p 


Mahoney 
said 
Miss Longet 
gave 


sheriffs deputies a statement before 
being taken to an undisclosed location 
He said no cause for the shooting was 
known, 
although early reports in- 


dicated it was an accident. 


"It came down to me that it wasn't 


a passion thing, but that the two of 
them were just clowning around," said 
Mahoney. 


Miss Longet spent the night with 


friends after posting a 55,000 personal 


recognizance bond. 


Williams, who was divorced from 


Miss Longet last spring, flew to Aspen 
early today to join his three children 
and his former wile, according to a 
family friend in Los Angeles. 


"I understand there is some evidence 


it (the shooting) could have been an 
accident," the family friend said. "She 
is not in jail." 


Sabich, a graduate of Colorado Uni- 


versity and a member of its ski team, 
finished fifth at the 1968 Winter Olym- 
pics in Grenoble, won the World Pro 
Skiing crown in 1970, his first year on 
the pro tour, and the following year. 


He had been semiactive since suffer- 


ing a serious back injury in the final 
race of the 1973 season. 


Miss Longet, who recently finished 


an album for Williams' record com- 
pany, filed for divorce from the enter- 
tainer in January, 1975. Williams was 
often seen with Ethel Kennedy, widow 
of assassinated Sen. Robert Kennedy, 
following the couples' separation. 


The Williams' youngest child was 


named after Kennedy. 


"1 am a fortunate woman. "Miss 


Longet said in an UPI interview two 
months before she filed for divorce. "I 
have a husband, I have my children 
and 1 also have my man. There's no 
reason two people can't live like Andy 
and I do." 


Miss Longet also announced during 


the interview her plans to retire as an 
actress. 


"Acting is tiresome," she said. "1 


don't like sitting around a set wasting 
time when I could be out skiing or 
enjoying myself by going out of town 
with my man. No, I won't tell anyone 
his name." 


Green's Record Speaks for Itself 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (UPI) - Hubert 
Green is frequently overlooked when peo- 
ple talk about "super stars" on the pro 
golf tour. 


But his record speaks pretty loudly for 


itself. 


Green, a 29-year-old Birmingham, Ala., 


native has been on the tour only five and 
a half years, but has won 10 tournaments 
and more than 5616,000. 


He picked up his second tournament 


victory in two weeks Sunday by beating 
Miller Barber by two strokes in the 
Greater Jacksonville Open. True, he 
didn't have "super star" Jack Nicklaus to 
contend with here — but Hubert beat the 
"Golden Bear" by six strokes the Sunday 
before in the Doral Open. 


"Nicklaus wins more than anyone else 


percantage-wise, 1 guess," said Green, 
who raised his earnings the past two 
weeks to more than $89,000 to move past 
Nicklaus and Johnny Miller into fourth 
place on this year's money list. 


"But, he doesn't win everything." 
Green, who has yet to win a "major" 


championship (Nicklaus has won 15), 
hopes his current hot streak will carry 
through the Masters, three weeks from 
now. 


"But, I won't feel good about the 


Masters 'til April, when I get there." 


Green was eighth in last year's Masters, 


nine strokes behind champion Nicklaus. 


His win here Sunday was his third in 


six months since he won the Southern 
Open last September for his only 1975 
triumph after winning three tournaments 


and more than 5200,000 in 1974. 


Green says he's more interested in the 


victories than the money they bring. 


"I'm out on the tour trying to win titles, 


not money!" he said. 


Green threw away an early three-stroke 


lead Sunday when he took a double-bogey 
five at the third hole, throwing his putter 
on the ground in disgust when he missed 
the second of three putts he needed after 
driving into a sand trap. 


"I hit a four-iron into the bunker, then 


lost my concentration," he explained. 


Green quickly regained his compusure 


with a birdie at the next hole and re- 
opened a three-stroke lead at No. 11 when 
he birdied and Barber bogeyes. 


But the tournament wasn't over. 


When Barber birdied 16 and Green 


bogeyed 17, Green went into the final hole 
protecting a one-stroke lead and prompt- 
ly hit "a very stupid tee shot that ran 
through the trees into a bunker on the 
left." 


Green took a nine-iron out of his bag 


and placed the ball just 18 inches from 
the cup to set up a birdie to double his 
lead. 


That gave Green, who had shot 67.s in 


both the second and third rounds, a 70- 
276 to tie the total he shot when he won 
this tournament two years ago. 


"It was a fine round for Hubert," said 


Barber, who finished 71-278. "He used 
great shots and sure worked with the 
elements, especially the wind."
